MOSCOW, March 9.—Public ex- 


amination of the 21 defendants was 
concluded at the seventh session 
today of the great Moscow treason 
trial before a three-Judge military 
collegium of the Supreme Court. 
The Court was expected to call 
secret sessions soon. 

All of the defendants have plead- 
ed guilty and affirmed in open 
court their pre-trial confessions. 

Testimony at the closed sessions 
is expected to cover the part played 
by foreign Powers in espionage 
conspiracies against the Soviets. 
Germany, Japan, Poland and Great 
Britain have been mentioned by 
defendants at the public hearings, 
but without details. 

“Yagoda’s Almightiness.” 

Dr. I. N. Kazakov, eminent gland 
specialist, one of the defendants, 
testified today that fear of the “sin- 
ister Tagoda's almightiness” drew 


him into a thick web of medi- 
wal murders and po intrigue.’ 
He was testifying against Genrikh 
G. Yagoda, also a defendant, who 
once was chief of the dread OGPU, 
or secret police. 


“Fear, sheer cowardly fear,” he 
said, caused him to discontinue 
his treatments to keep alive 
Vyacheslay Menzhinsky, Yagoda’s 
immediate predecessor in the secret 
police post, 

Yagoda raged at him because his 
treatment was benefiting Menzhin- 
sky, a “living corpse,” Dr. Kazakov 
testified, and ordered him to find 
measures to “end this useless life.” 

"If vou disobey, III find meas- 
ures to dispose of you,”-he quoted 
Tagoda as saying to him. 

Four Murders, One Attempt. 

Yagoda is charged with having 
procured the murders of Menzhin- 
sky, Maxim Gorky, noted writer; 
Valerian V. Kuibishev, head of the 
first five-year plan, and Maxim 
Pechkov, son of Gorky; and testi- 
mony had been adduced connect- 
ing him with a plot to poison his 
successor in office, Nikolai Yezhov. 
In a pre-trial confession Yagoda 
admitted guilt in the four deaths, 
but yesterday, while affirming his 
guilt in the three cases, he at first 
denied any Hand in  Pechkov’s 
death. (Tezhov did not die; the 
poison plot was discovered in time 
to save him.) As testimony against 
him accumulated, Yagoda finally 
accepted full responsibility for the 
Pechkov death, also. 

Dr. D. D. Pletnyev, famous heart 
specialist, also one of the defend- 
ants, laid his entanglement to Ya- 
goda’s threats. Sour and almost de- 
fiant, he said he helped work out 
deliberately harmful treatments 
which removed Gorky and Kul- 
bishev. While admitting anti-So- 
viet views, the physician denied he 
would have been led into anti-Gov- 
ernment activities “had it not been 
for Yagoda’s threats” to torment 
his family. 

Rosengoltz’s Prayer. 

A scribbled prayer wrapped 
around a crust of dried bread was 
introduced today, as further evi- 
dence of guilt of A. P. Rosengoltz, 
former Commissar 
Trade, one of the confessed trai- 
tors. 7 

The prayer, said Prosecutor An- 
drei T. Vishinsky, was found in a 
secret pocket of  Rosengoltz’s 
clothes when he was arrested. Vish- 
insky read it: 

“May God be resurrected and His 
enemies be smitten by the arrows 
of His faithful servants.” 


Rosengoltz quailed at this evi- 
dence of religious tendencies. He 
said his wife put it in his pocket 
one day saying it was a talisman 
of her family and would protect 
him from danger.

“third basket” provision, imposing 
a special surtax on the undivided 
profits of family and closely-owned 
corporations was stricken from the 
Revenue Act of 1938 in the House 
today by a standing vote announced 


as 165 to 126. The defeated leaders 
of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee immediately demanded a ballot 
by tellers, On this showing the vic- 
tory was increased by a vote of 
180 to 124. 

This decisive reverse for Chair- 
man Doughton of the Ways and 
Means Committee and for Congress- 
man Vinson (Dem.), Kentucky, who 
framed. the section, was due pri- 
marily to a revolt of Democratic 
members led by Congressman John 
W. McCormack of Massachusetts, 
and supported by most of the Re- 
publican members. It reduces the 
act’s estimated tax yield by $40,- 
000,000 or $50,000,000. 

The floor was immediately show- 


me left by the defeat of the “third 


basket” such as increased taxes on 
liquors, radio transmission, labor- 
saving devices and “foreigners like 
Barbara Hutton.” 

Vote on Amendment. 

The vote was on an amendment 
proposed by McCormack for repeal- 
ing the “third basket” section, and 
numerous Democratic speakers ral- 
lied to his aid. 

Representative O’Malley (Dem.), 
Wisconsin, declared this was the 
first time he had ever appeared in 
the well of the House to defend a 
corporation, but that if he had to 
choose between Wall street-financed 
companies and locally owned ones, 
he would take the side. of the lat- 
ter. 

“There is no doubt,” he declared, 
“that the effect of this provision 
would be to penalize the small, 
family-owned corporation.” 

Letters from small mail-order 
concerns in his constituency were 
read by Congressman Luckey 
Dem), Nebraska, to the effect that 
this provision would severely han- 
dicap them in competition with 
large and unpenalized corporations 
like Sears-Roebuck and Montgom- 
ery & Ward, which have widely 
held stock. 

Discrimination Charged. 

“The issue here is discrimina- 
tion,” declared Representative Reil- 
ly (Dem.), Wisconsin. “Once we 
introduce this unfair principle into 
legislation, where will it extend? 
If you need the money, why not 
tax all corporations impartially?” 

The pressing duty of Congress, 
said Representative Randolph 
(Dem.), West Virginia, is to en- 
courage local, independent enter- 
prises to go forward. “Such busi- 
ness,” he declared, “would be pun- 
ished under this tax.” 

Congressman Treadway (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, asked why indus- 
tries conducted perhaps for gener- 
ations by the same family should 
be taxed as much as 50 per cent 
more than widely held corpora- 
tions. He pronounced the section 
to be a “spite measure,” pressed by 
the administration for punitive pur- 
ses against certain adversaries. 

*Bill Laid Over for Day. 
Shortly after. this overthrow on 
what had been considered a solvent 
project of the revenue act, the ma- 
jority leadership suddenly caused 
the House to rise from a committee 
of the whole, under which tne 
above proceedings were conducted, 
and resolve itself into a regular sit- 
ting. 

Instead of proceeding at once 
with the revenue bill, as had been 
expected, Majority Leader Ray- 
burn (Dem.), Texas, announced that 
consideration of the measure might 
be resumed tomorrow, or perhaps 
next week. A few minutes later 
the House adjourned. ;

Socialists prepared to urge 
formation of a new Cabinet with 
Socialist Leon Blum as Premier. 
They were willing to give him the 
powers Chautemps demanded. 

Socialists said they were reluct- 
ant to surrender powers to Chau- 
temps unless there was Socialist 
representation in the Government. 
Communists took a similar stand. 

Announcement of a special Cab- 
inet meeting was made as members 
of the Government majority in the 
Chamber of Deputies prepared to 
debate Chautemps’ request at a 
combined meeting. 

He wanted specifically the power 
to cut expenses and reorganize fi- 
nances by decree, rather than hav- 
ing to ask frequent votes of con- 
fidence in Parliament on each 
piece of legislation. 

Chautemps and most of his Cabi- 
net are Radical Socialists. Their 
party draws major support from 
farmers and small merchants and 
stands midway between extreme 
Conservatism and Communist-So- 
cialist Leftism. 

Acknowledging that his demand 
imperiled the Cabinet, the Premier 
declared all he wanted was author- 
ity to let the Government judge the 
best method for improving the fi- 
nances of France, 

But he insisted on a “delegation 
of powers such as, in several in- 
stances, have been given to other 
Governments.” * 

In a statement Chautemps de- 
nied he proposed to suspend the 
People’s Front social reform pro- 
gram.

Previously, Mrs. Ryan had testi- 
fied that she often roamed the 
streets or hid on the roof of an 
apartment house to avoid her hus- 
band’s advances, 

Yesterday Mrs. Ryan testified 
that her husband beat her on their 
wedding night. 

With bowed head, Mrs. Ryan, 
who twice balked at taking 
the witness stand because of in- 
cidents in her marital life, said that 
on the night of their marriage he 
had been drinking and fell asleep 
across the bed with his clothes on. 

“When I tried to rouse him, he 
struck me in the body,” she said. 

In reply to her attorney she ad- 
mitted that three months before 
that she knew she was to become a 
mother. 

Mrs. Ryan told of her husband’s 
drinking habits gradually breaking 
up their domestic happiness. 

“He drank heavily,” she said, 
“and when he came home, he would 
smash things and hit me,

Langlie in a statement pledged 
himself to do his utmost to carry, 
out his campaign promises.

SLOT MACHINE TRAL 
ND 6S CALLED OF 


Defendant Freed When Officer 
Recalls He Was Told There 
Was No Payoff. 


A charge against Russell F. 
Jacques, proprietor of a restaurant 
at 3405 Olive street, of setting. up 


la gambling device, was dismissed 


by the Circuit Attorney's office yes- 
terday after trial of Jacques was 
begun before a jury in Circuit 
Judge Michael J. Scott’s court.

The witness 
had testified on direct examination 
that it was an automatic payoff, 
but he admitted on cross-examina- 
tion that no nickels had dropped 
into a drawer built for that pur- 
pose, and apparently the payoff 
device was plugged up. The case 
then was dismissed. 

It was the sixth slot machine 
case to go to trial since Circuit 
Attorney Franklin Miller an- 
nounced more than a year ago that 
persons arrested in slot machine 
cases would not be permitted to 
plead to a lesser charge than a fel-

In a similar case in the same 
court, preceding Jacques’ trial yes- 
terday, John E. Goode, employe in

Goode had been charged with set- 
ting up a gambling device, a felony. 
He testified that he was a $12-a- 
week counterman and knew noth- 
ing of the installation of the slot 
machine in the place and received 
none of its earnings. He admitted 
giving a plainclothes patrolman 
money in exchange for tickets won 
on the machine, but insisted he 
acted as an employe, not as the 
owner.

Bridges attacked, too, the policy 
of the TVA in allocating large 
power contracts to private corpora- 
tions and private utilities. It can 
be proved, he said, that there is a 
“hidden joker” in these contracts, 
with a secret rebate amounting to 
30 per cent of the “cost of much 
of this power.” 

“In short,” he declared, “this 
great humanitarian administration, 
which poses as the protector of the 
ill-clad, the ill-fed, the ill-housed 
third, which has dauntlessly laid 
down the gauge of battle against 
the monopolies, has now set out a 
plate of cream in its back door for 
whom the administration 
terms ‘the fat cats of special privi- 
lege.“

A White House “trial,” with Presi-

Comment of Frisco Trustee. 


J. M. Kurn, co-trustee of the 
Frisco Railroad, said at Kansas 
City: “How can this do us any 
good?” 

Asserting last month’s traffic 
volume was 18 per cent under that 
of the corresponding period last 
year, Kurn said: 

“Heavy commodities from which 
the roads receive most of their rev- 
enue were exempted from the in- 
crease. This practically nullifies 
the increase.

“Prices on.everything a railroad 
buys, including labor, havg taken 
a substantial increase in the last 
year.

“An increase should have been 
granted on bituminous coal, lignite, 
coke and iron ore. These four com- 
modities are vital to railroad op- 
eration. Their price has risen out 
of proportion to a 10 per cent in- 
crease in freight rates, and yet we 
must haul them at the old rate. 

“The 5 per cent increase on lum- 
ber will not bolster the Western 
roads because lumber shipments 
are almost at a standstill.” 

William M. Jeffers, president of 
Union Pacific Railroad, said at 
Reno, Nev.: “The increase will be 
helpful, but it will not save some 
of the lines now in difficulty. Nat- 
urally we were hopeful of a larger 
increase. I imagine it’s going to 
be rather difficult for some of the 
lines already in difficulties to sur- 
vive. However, I fully appreciate 
that every business has its prob- 
lems. We must face the present 
situation in a spirit of co-opera- 
tion.”

NEW YORK, March 9.—Opening 
of the first school building de- 
signed for use exclusively by deaf 
blind children was announced today 
by Dr. Merle E. Frampton, princi- 
pal of the New York Institute for 
the Education of the Blind, 

A feature of the new building will 
be a room, not yet completed, with 
a “floating floor,” through which 
vibrations will be sent into the pu- 
pils’ bodies. With training, it is 
said, the pupils will be able to dis- 
tinguish vibrations of speech and 
music.

Mrs. Lowenhaupt’s Proposal 
Starts Prolonged Debate 
: on Floor. 
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Action on & proposal by Mrs. 


Haymer Lowenhaupt for a compre- 


hensive survey of the operation 
and needs of the public school sys- 
tem was deferred by the Board of 
Education last night to April 12. 

Her suggestion took the board 


by surprise, resulting in an un- 


usual, lengthy debate on the floor. 
Her motion to order the survey 
was seconded by Dr. Francis C. 
Sullivan, but a motion to lay the 
question over a month, by John 
A. Fieischli, seconded by Dr. David 
C. Todd, took precedence and was 
carried by a divided voice vote. 


Mrs. Lowenhaupt advocated the 
survey as a proof of the board’s 
sincerity in connection with its 
proposal for retention of the school 
tax rate of 85 cents on the $100 
valuation, which will come up at a 
special election April 5, 

“Is our educational system re- 
sponding to changing needs?” she 
asked. “Are we using our money 
wisely, economically and for the 
complete interest of the children? 
How do the administrative, super- 
visory and teaching departments 
co-ordinate? Are they co-ordinat- 
ing effectively? I hope we can 
answer ‘yes’ to all these questions. 
A survey should be concerned as 
to whether or not the educational 
organization as a whole is work- 
ing in such manner as to give the 
community the maximum return in 
effective education for the money 
being expended. 

No Survey in 20 Years. 

“Do you not think that we who 
spend $12,000,000 to $14.000,000 a 
year of the taxpayers’ money should 
occasionally open up our school 
system to ourselves and to the pub- 
lic? We have not had a survey in 
20 years. What do we know con- 
clusively about our system? We 
are only laymen and are entitled 
to an appraisal by outside, inde- 
pendent, recognized experts as to 
the effectiveness with which the 
work of the schools is being done. 
We cannot accept self-appraisal.” 

Changes made as the result of a 
survey would not necessarily in- 
crease costs, and there might be 
various opportunities for savings 
which would pay the cost of a sur- 
vey lasting two or three years, 
Mrs. Lowenhaupt asserted. She 
said she could not tell whether 
anything was wrong in the system, 
as that was a question for edu- 

Other members called attention 
to a pending comparison of school 
expenditures in other large cities, 
and the proposal for a long-range 
plan for school construction here, 
ordered last month at Mrs. Lowen- 
haupt’s suggestion. Arthur A. Blu- 
meyer counseled delay on the sur- 
vey recommendation, saying he 
knew of nothing wrong with the 
educational work and questioning 
the value of such surveys. He and 
others also referred to the expense 
involved. 


Cameron Favors Motion. 


Dr. Solon Cameron favored Mrs. 
Lowenhaupt’s motion, saying a sur- 
vey would do nothing but good and 
calling attention to the frequent 
complaints that the superintendent 
of instruction was overburdened 
with details. 


Called on for his opinion, Super- 
intendent Gerling declared a survey 
was required and he would welcome 
it. “I think they would tell us,” he 
added, “that our system is suffering 
because we are getting about $5,- 
000,000 a year less revenue than we 
ought to have.” He urged that the 
educators chosén to make a survey 
be thoroughly competent and not 
biased in any direction. Secretary- 


Treasurer Philip J. Hickey also said 


he would welcome a survey. 

The board received a resolution 
adopted yesterday by the directors 
of the League of Women Voters, 
favoring the 85-cent tax proposal, 


but renewing a request for a com- 


prehensive school survey by tech- 
nically qualified persons. Many 
other indorsements of the tax pro- 
posal also were received, including 
statements from: the Building 
Trades Council and various other 
unions. 


Tax Discussed at Caucus.

Nikolai Yezhov, at 42 Chief of Nation’s Police, 
Known to Few, but Next to Stalin in 


Power, and Often Advises Him. 


(From the Manchester Guardian.) 
MOSCOW. 
The second most powerful man in 


the Soviet Union, and the most mys- 
terious, is Nikolai Yezhov, Commis- 
sar of the NKVD, or political police, 
and president of the Communist 
party’s central committee. His per- 
sonal power is probably second only 
to that of Josef Stalin; in obscurity 


and the concealment of his private 
life he has outdone his chief. 
Three years ago his name was 
known only inside the Communist 
party, and there only to members 
who had contacts with its central 
apparatus. Now, at 42 years of age, 
he is directing chief of the Soviet 
Union’s campaign against internal 
enemies on a dozen fronts. He is 
the most feared man in Russia, the 
originator and organizer of the 
bolsheviks’ most bitter purge. 
More than a million persons have 
been expelled from the Communist 
party under his direction. Several 
thousand have been executed and 
an unknown number have been im- 
prisoned or exiled. Yet it is com- 
monly believed by many Russians 
that he is so unknown that he can 
walk around the streets of Moscow 
alone and unguarded without fear 


of recognition. 
Only Two Speeches in Year. 

In the last year he has made only 
two speeches, and both of these to 
hand-picked audiences. When the 
Turkish Minister for Domestic Af- 
fairs came to Moscow on a state 
visit last summer, Yezhov attended 
a reception given by the Turkish 
embassy in honor of his Turkish 
counterpart. It was Tezhov's only 
appearance at a diplomatic function 
and some of the invited foreign dip- 
lomats mistook him for the son of 
a Soviet official, allowed to stay up 
late as a special favor. 

If he has been little known, he 
has been much talked about. The 
crusade against spies, wreckers and 
Trotskyists which has dominated the 
Mast year in the Soviet Union has 
been generally, and loosely, credited 
entirely to him. 

According to the few personal ac- 
counts of him which are available, 
Yezhov is less capable as a theoreti- 
cian, or even as a leader, than as 
an executive with a flair for detail. 
It is certainly true that for the last 


In 1927, at the 
crisis of Stalin’s struggle with 
Trotsky, he was recalled to Moscow 
to work on the party's central 
secretariat. For one year he was 
assigned to the agricultural front, 
collectivization campaign, but his 
real interest was in the party appa- 
ratus. For four years he headed 
its important personnel division, 
and he has been a member of every 
permanent party committee, 


Collector of Big Jobs. 


In 1935, after the assassination 
of Sergei Kirov had shown the 
Kremlin that there was trouble in- 
side the Communist party, Yezhov 
began to collect key jobs. He be- 
came a secretary of the party’s 
Central Committee under Stalin, 
and president of its Control Com- 
mittee, replacing Lazar Kagano- 
vich. At the same time he was 
chief of the party’s industrial di- 
vision, 

The next year he replaced Genrikh 
Yagoda as NKVD Commissar, and 
he has more recently been elected 
to the party’s Politburo. It is no 
secret that he is a close adviser of 
Stalin on questions not included in 
his own direct jurisdiction. He 
lives in the Kremlin, where he is 
also believed to do most of his 
work. 

His wife, Elena Solomonovna 
Yezhova, is editor of the chief wom- 
en’s magazine in the Soviet Union 
and assistant editor of the illus- 
trated U. 8. 8. R. in Construc- 
tion.“ What he does in his spare 
time except ski, which he is said 
to do well, or who are his personal 
friends, no one knows. It is not 
even known whether he has chil- 
dren, 


Heredity of Subtlety. 


As the political watchdog of revo- 
lutionary orthodoxy, Yezhov has in- 
herited a tradition in which subtlety 
and complexity of personality have 
been almost psychopathic. Felix 
Dzherzhinsky, first chief of the 
OGPU after the ‘murder of Urit- 
sky, was a Polish fanatic whose 
posthumous legend combines saint- 
liness of personal character with 
unbending ruthlessness against the 
revolution’s enemies. His succes- 
sor, Vyacheslay Menzhinsky, be- 
came a distinguished Japanese 
scholar in the long nights when he 
could not sleep after finishing his

DECLARES BATA CO.

Asserts Not One. of Rec- 
ommendations Made on 
Behalf of Manufacturers 
Was Heeded.

BOSTON, March 9.—Attacking 
the United States-Czechoslovakian 
trade agreement, the New England 
Shoe and Leather Association as- 
serted last night that “the State 
Department has ‘sold the shoe in- 
dustry down the river’ for doubt- 
ful benefits to other industrres.” 

The association said the “Gov- 
ernment granted very important 
concessions on shoes in the Czecho- 
slovakian agreement, almost all of 
which will accrue to the benefit of 
one shoe manufacturer, the world's 
largest, Bata of Zlini. In turn it 
has placed a serious burden on the 


domestic shoe industry, particular- 
ly that large section located in 
New England, the association said. 

“This agreement fails in almost 
every respect of being beneficial to 
the New England industry,” the as- 
sociation’s statement declares, 

“Not one of the numerous rec- 
ommen@ations made in behalf of 
New England manufacturers to the 
State Department was given any 
consideration. The Government of- 
ficials responsible for the negotia- 
tion of this agreement evidently 
were more interested in helping 
the Czechoslovakian shoe industry 
—which is virtually the Bata Shoe 
Co.—than they were in preserving 
the interest of American shoe 
manufacturers and their thousands 
of workers, 

“The New England shoe indus- 
try is hit hardest by this agree- 
ment, because it produces most of 
the shoes on which the largest con- 
cessions were made, namely, 
women’s low-priced McKay and ce- 
mented footwear.” 


“New England Need Not Fear,” 

4 Says Roosevelt.

RUMANIAN JEWS ORDERED 
TO PROVE CITIZENSHIP 


Told to Submit Papers by April 
1; New Premier at Same Time 
Asks for Co-operation. 

By the Associated Press. 

BUCHAREST, March 9.—The 
Government issued a decree last 
night ordering revision of citizen- 
ship lists of Jews in Rumania and 
of Christians who were Jews be- 
fore Dec, 1, 1918. 

Although only heads of families 
and single persons are affected by 
the decree, it is estimated more 
than 200,000 Jews and converts 
must show birth certificates, mili- 
tary papers or other evidence to 
local courts before April 1 to prove 
citizenship. 

Dr. Miron Cristea, new head of 
the Rumanian Cabinet, asked the 
Jewish community to assist the 
Government and the Orthodox 
Church in “restoring freedom and 
fostering co-operation among all 
peoples in the service of God and 
the King.” 

Jews, still frightened by the anti- 
Jewish measures of the short-lived 
Government of Premier Octavian 
Goga, were greatly encouraged by 
the gesture of Dr. Cristea who, be 
sides being Premier, is patriarch 
of the Rumanian Orthodox Church. 


ITALY GRANTS AMNESTY 
TO MANY AFRICAN PRISONERS 


Certain Military and Civil Vonvicts 
of Eritrea and Somaliland 
Released. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, March 9.—The Italian 
Government granted amnesty last 
night to many native civilian and 
military prisoners in Italian East 
Africa. 

A decree law pardoned those pun- 
ished under civil law with impris- 
onment totaling not more than five 
years. Exceptions were made for 
crimes against a person of state, 
infanticide and drug crimes, 
Natives sentenced under the 
military penal code to fines or im- 
prisonment less than seven years 
also were pardoned with a number 
of exceptions. These included trai- 
tors, spies, illicit recruits, cowards, 
revolters, self-mutilators, highway 
robbers, smugglers, deserters and 
those who feigned illness. 

The amnesty applied to natives 
of Eritrea and Italian Somaliland 
before the conquest of Ethiopia, 
but not to all the Ethiopians im- 
prisoned since then. 


VISCOUNT HAILSHAM NAMED 
TO HALIFAX’S FORMER POST 


Made Lord President of Council to 
Succeed New Foreign 
Secretary. 

By the Associated Press, 
LONDON, March 9.—Last week's 


appointment of Viscount Halifax to 
be Foreign Secretary caused two 
more changes in Britain's Cabinet 
today. 

Viscount Hailsham, hitherto Lord 
Chancellor, was named Lord Pres- 
ident of the Council, the post va- 
cated by Lord Halifax. Baron 
Maugham, a Lord of Appeal in Or- 
dinary, replaced Lord Hailsham as 
Lord Chancellor. 

Lord Maugham is 72 years old 
and a brother of W. Somerset 
Maugham, the novelist. 

Earl Stanhope, president of the 
Board of Education, was named 
Government leader in the House of 
Lords, succeeding Lord Halifax. 

Lord Halifax’s predecessor in the 
Foreign Office, Anthony Eden, re- 
signed Feb. 26, declining to carry 
out Prime Minister Neville Cham- 
berlain’s policy of bargaining with 
Europe’s dictators. 


Dr. William F. Brooks Dies. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 9. 
—Dr. William P. Brooks, 86 years 
old, a former acting president of 
Massachusetts State College and 
one time head of the Imperial Col- 
lege of Agriculture, Japan, died 
yesterday at a hospital here. He 
was an international authority on 
agriculture and author of several

Britain Reserves Its Right 
Over Islands Claimed by U. S. 


Prime Minister Tells Commons Proposals 
Will Be Submitted in Hope of 
Ending Controversy. 


By the Associated Press, 

LONDON, March 9.—Prime Min- 
ister Neville Chamberlain told the 
House of Commons today that Sir 
Ronald Lindsay, Ambassador to 
Washington, had been instructed to 
inform the United States Govern- 
ment that Britain “reserves her 
right over the islands of Canton 
and Enderbury.” Chamberlain an- 
nounced that “proposals will be sub- 
mitted in hope of ending this con- 
troversy.” 

It was believed some form of 
joint control of the two mid-Pa- 
cific islands would be proposed by 
Britain. 

Canton and Enderbury Islands, 
in the Phoenix group, have been 
occupied by Hawaiian parties land- 
ed by a United States Coast Guard 
cutter. Previously they had been 
treated as British territory in Brit- 
ish Government orders-in-council. 

The Government evaded a direct 
answer to a proposal in Commons 
that the United States be allowed 
to use the huge new drydock at the 
Singapore naval base by lease or 
otherwise. 

Geoffrey H. Shakespeare, finan- 
cial secretary to the Admiralty, re- 
plying to a question by Geoffrey 
L. Mander, opposition Liberal, said 
“facilities for docking and repair- 
ing foreign warships on a repay- 
ment basis in British naval dock- 
yards is normal practice, subject to 


our requirements not being preju- 
diced thereby.” 


Hull Declares Chamberlain State- 
ment Is Nothing New. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Secre- 
tary of State Hull characterized as 
nothing new today the statement 
made in the House of Commons by 
Prime Minister Chamberlain that 
Britain reserved its rights to the 
Pacific islands of Canton and En- 
derbury claimed by the United 
States. 

He said the British attitude added 
nothing to what he had said yes- 
terday and repeated his yesterday’s 
statement that he thought each 
government had a fairly accurate 
idea about the attitude of the other 
government. 

He would not. comment on the 
reported proposal in London for 
joint control by the two countries 
over the islands. 

He said he had had no report to 
the effect that American flags on 
Canton Island had been removed. 
Representative Jenckes (Dem.), In- 
diana, had said in a letter to Chair- 
man McReynolds (Dem.), Tennes- 
see, of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee that American metal 
flags had been torn from a marker 
on Canton Island by a British party 
now on the island. 

Sir Ronald Lindsay, British Am- 
bassador, is expected to visit the 
State Department this afternoon for 
a formal presentation of Britain’s 
claims to sovereignty over the two 
islands. — 


MEXICAN COURT HALTS 
OIL WAGE INCREASE 


Grants Temporary Injunction 
— Workers to Seek Immedi- 
ate 40-Hour Week. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., March 9.—For- 
eign oil companies won a point in 
the labor controversy yesterday 
when Judge Manuel Bartlett grant- 
ed a temporary injunction against 
an arbitration board ruling that 
they must increase wages. 

The injunction, granted shortly 
after President Lazaro Cardenas 
criticised the companies for their 
refusal to abide by the arbitral de- 
cision, is effective until Saturday 
when a hearing will be held to de- 
cide whether it be made perma- 
nent. 

Meanwhile, the workers’ syndi- 
cate announced it was demanding 
that the new wage scales approved 
by an arbitration board, and up- 
held recently by the Mexican Su- 
preme Court, be made. effective 
March 15. 

Although some observers profess 
to see a conciliatory attitude in 
the. President's statement that “the 
situation is not such as to alarm 


anyone and with the co-operation 
of all we can settle it,” the general 
tenor of his remarks to 32 Sena- 
tors placed blame for the deadlock 
on the companies. 

He asserted that the companies 
throughout had been unwilling to 
compromise and that they with- 
drew resources from: Mexico, caus- 
ing economic difficulties. 

“I consider it a patriotic duty to 
seize this advantage they give 
us,” Cardenas said, “for the country 
will come out the winner.“ 

He repeated it was up to the 
workers to follow legal procedure 
to enforce the arbitral award. 

Workers’ syndicates said they 
would ask for immediate establish- 
ment of the 40-hour week, but that 
they were deferring their wage de- 
mands until next week. 

The temporary injunction was 
granted in the First District Court.

A catholic spokesman said the 
honor made Smith, 1928 Democratic 
presidential nominee, a member of 
the Pope’s personal household. The 
honor was conferred on Smith for

BRITISH BUSINESS MEN 
AND b. S. TRADE PACT 


Industry Pleads for a Voice in 
Proposed Agreement 
Affecting It. 


By the Associated Press. 
. LONDON, March 9. — British 


industry is demanding a voice in 
the proposed Anglo-American trade 
agreement. 

Business men are anxious to tell 
the British Gavernment how con- 
cessions in favor of the United 
States would affect them, but the 
Government won't tell them what 


the United States wants nor what 
British industries are likely to be 
involved. Government consultation 
with business has been limited to 
what concessions are wanted from 
the United States in favor of 
Britain. 

Repeated protests in the House 
of Commons have brought the re- 
ply that His Majesty's Government 
was “unable to depart from the 
present procedure.” One Board of 
Trade official explained with final 
ity: “It never has been done.” 


Consultation in U. S. Cited. 


R. B. Dunwoody, secretary of tha 
Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce, in a letter to Oliver 
Stanley, president of the Board of 
Trade, declared: 

“My council understands that 
American manufacturers and inter- 
ests are given an opportunity to 
consider and discuss the items of 
the United States tariff which it ig 
proposed to alter to meet the ie 
mands of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, and they feel that United 
Kingdom manufacturers should be 
given an equal opportunity. 

“At the same time it is not suge 
gested that there should be any, 
public notification of the demands 
of the United States of America, 
but that trades likely to be affected 
should be consulted before any det - 
inite action is taken.” 

The Federation of British Indus- 
try joined in the complaint when 
Lord Hirst, president, asked Oliver 
Stanley to consult with those Brit- 
ish businesses which would be af- 
fected by the agreement. 

“I note,” wrote Lord Hirst, “that 
you welcome other information 
from any industry which may con- 
sider that its interests are likely, 
to be affected, but unless industries 
know on what items concessions 
are being asked for, they will be 
placed in the difficult position of 
merely guessing whether their in- 
terests are likely to be affected or 
not.

has been compromised by the inclusion of a new tax 
—a tax which retains all the bad features of the un- 
distributed profits tax and adds several of its own. 
This is the proposed penalty tax on closely held 


corporations. 
Under the provisions of the bill, this tax would be 


imposed on corporations, controlled by fewer than 10 


persons, whose net incomes exceed approximately 
$75,000 and which do not distribute more than 56.7 
per cent of their net income. Its motive is exactly 
the same as that of the undistributed profits tax. It 
seeks to prevent the formation or the ipulation of 
these corporations for the purpose of evasion. 

The inclination to sympathize with the announced 


intention of this provision is nullified by the evi- 
| dence of ulterior motives. The tax has the appear- 


ance of being punitive in its design, rather than fis- 
cal or social, with certain particular persons as its 
unlucky objectives. It does not need to be argued 
that the revenue law is not an appropriate means 
for the chastisement of anyone’s personal enemies. 
If these as yet unidentified persons are genuine social 
malefactors, they should be approached directly and 
openly. 

The disingenuous aspect of the proposed tax, how- 
ever, is neither its only defect nor its chief one. 
It is a discriminatory tax. It places one type of 
corporation on a different footing from another when, 
so far as their relation to the public is concerned, 
they are exactly the same. As a matter of fact, 
there are many reasons for-believing that the closely 
held corporation is healthier and more deserving of 
public confidence than the other. It is not over-cap- 
italized, it is not a potential exploiter of an unwary 
investing public and, in general, it is managed by 
the same persons who own its stock. 

As for the announced purpose of the tax, that of 
forcing improperly withheld surpluses into a position 
where they can be taxed, this need not be abandoned. 
The baby does not have to be thrown out with the 
bath water. 

One of the strongest arguments against the un- 
distributed profits tax was that the pre-existing rev- 
enue law already provided a way for reaching im- 
properly withheld surpluses without damaging those 
that were properly withheld. 

As has been pointed out by both Republican and 
Democratic members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, Section 102 of the law was designed to meet 
that very situation. This section levied a tax up to 
35 per cent on the undistributed profits of all other 
companies” not specifically mentioned in that part 
of the law pertaining to personal holding companies. 

The administrative difficulties of this section, it 
was said, made it hard to enforce. The Government 
had trouble in proving that profits were withheld 
to evade surtaxes. Hence the undistributed profits 
tax. And now the tax on closely held corporations. 

Surely this is no more than a technical difficulty 
and one not beyond the ingenuity of our lawmakers 
to remedy. Representatives McCormack and Lam- 
neck and the Republican members of the Ways 
and Means Committee believe that Section 102 can 
be made enforceable. Numerous methods for 
strengthening Section 102, they say, have already 
been suggested. 

With this way of achieving a desirable end clearly 
open, continued preoccupation with a tax whose 
destructive results completely overshadow any pos- 
sible. benefits is wholly indefensible. 

The tax on closely held corporations should cer- 
tainly be discarded. It is evasive, bad in principle 
and would inevitably be bad in its practical conse- 
quences. 


STAND FAST IN THE HOUSE! 

The vicious McKellar amendment to turn the in- 
dependent offices of the Federal Government into a 
happy hunting ground for patronage seekers struck 
a stout snag in the House conferees, who met with 
Senate conferees to adjust differences between the 
bills passed by the two chambers. The House mem- 
bers refused to accept the amendment. tacked on 


a by job-hungry Senators, with the result that the 


House must now pass judgment expressly on the 
question of whether their conferees are to recede in 
their opposition to the Senate’s blow at civil service. 

A vote on instructions to the House conferees will 
be held either tomorrow or soon thereafter, The 
result should be a firm mandate against the accept- 
ance of Senator McKellar’s outrageous proposal. The 
scheme to make political patronage of all posts pay- 
ing $5000 or more in the independent offices goes to 
the very vitals of good government. On such an is- 
sue, the voters in every state are entitled to know 
precisely how their Senators and Representatives 
stand. 

Should the Senate persist and the House in the 
end yield, it is to be hoped that President Roosevelt 
will give meaning to his civil service pledges by 
vetoing the bill because of the offensive amendment. 
He can then send the bill back to Congress for pas- 
sage without the grab the Tennessee spollsman pro- 
poses, and passage can be obtained in ample time 
before the start of the new fiscal year. ‘

Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain has won an- 
other expression of confidence from the House of 
Commons, this time by a vote of $47 to 133, on the 
new turn he has given British foreign policy. This 
is an even more decisive majority than the 330-to- 
168 vote in his favor a week before, when Foreign 
Secretary Eden’s resignation was an immediate is- 


Sue. So now the stage is set for Mr. Chamberlain 


to apply his theories on bringing appeasement to 
troubled Durope by negotiating peace terms with the 
Fascist dictators. 

That it is a difficult and dangerous proceeding 
the Prime Minister is among the first to admit. That 
the result may relieve international tension, at least 
until British rearmament is complete, even his bitter- 
est opponents agree. And both sides are acutely 
concerned over how far concessions to the Fascist 
Powers should go, and what pledges shall be sought 
to bind the bargain. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s speech undoubtedly gave some 
reassurance to those who favored the Eden policies. 
The Prime Minister took occasion to deny that he 
was biased toward Fascism, or that he favored 
“peace at any price.” He asserted willingness to 


fight personally for the preservation of democracy, 


and he pointed to the “almost terrifying power that 
Britain is building up” as a weighty factor in the 
negotiations. 

It is apparent from these statements that the 
Prime Minister has been impressed by the opposi- 
tion’s protests against any humbling of Britain be- 
fore the dictators, and against concessions that might 
ultimately prove dangerous sacrifices. There can 
be no doubt that his own adherents also have warned 
against giving up too much. Dven the Marquess of 
Lothian, a sympathizer with Nazi ambitions, said a 
few days ago that Britain must “resist changes which 
go beyond what impartial justice regards as being 
fair.” 

Even after acceptable terms have been reached, 


Chamberlain’s great task will be to hold the dic-. 


tators to atrict observance of the terms. Their long 
record of broken pledges, in the Mediterranean, the 
Rhineland, the Near East, Spain and elsewhere, must 
cause grave doubts to the most ardent advocate of 
rapprochement. 

Facing watchful critics at home and snares abroad, 
Chamberlain has undertaken the task. In the crucial 
hour, the words of Anthony Eden after his resigna- 
tion are worth remembering: “It is the duty of His 
Majesty's Government at this time to be vigilant and 
to be firm. The decision is made. The Government 
then must go ahead. I most sincerely wish them 
success.” 
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TRADE PACT WITH THE CZECHS. 

Cheap shoes, particularly the cemented-sole type, 
were the major item of controversy in the prolonged 
negotiation of the American trade agreement with 
Czechoslovakia, Secretary Hull stood firm against 
the protests of domestic shoe manufacturers, par- 
ticularly those in New England, who contended their 
business would be ruined if the Czech product were 
permitted to “flood the country.” The treaty’s terms, 
as announced yesterday, show that American inter- 
ests have been safeguarded without putting up a bar- 
rier against a reliable foreign buyer of our goods. 

The restriction placed on this type of shoe from all 
countries holds the imports to 1% per cent of total 
annual American production in this class. This will 
enable the Czechs to ship in about 4,800,000 pairs of 
shoes, the merest drop in the bucket as compared 
with total American production, which was 410,000,000 
pairs last year. In return, Czechoslovakia will take 
other products of American factories and farms, with 
a resultant stimulus to domestic employment and 
buying power. The benefits of such trade expan- 
sion will more than make up for the slight increase 
in our shoe imports. . 

It is the special feature of such treaties that ben- 
efits are mutual. A strengthened economy by ex- 
pansion of trade is of particular concern to Czecho- 
slovakia just now, in the isolated position where it 
seeks to hold the pass against Nazi dominance, It 
must gratify Mr, Hull that, without entanglement in 
European affairs, the United States can lend a hand 
to a democracy whose ideals are patterned so closely 
after our own. |

UNCLE SAM CLAIMS TWO ISLANDS. 

News that the United States had laid claim to two 
tiny islands in the South Pacific, labeled British on 
most maps, must have been received with uneasy sus- 
picion by many persons, in the fear that they are 
coveted by military authorities for use in a future 
war. A glance at the map will be enough to resolve 
such fears. 

Possession of the two islands, Canton and Ender- 
bury, in the Phoenix group, would have no bearing 
on this country’s strategic position as regards Japan. 
Hawaii, in fact, is closer to Japan than they are, and 
Guam, a far larger island, is more than 2000 miles 
nearer, Other American possessions—Wake Island, 
Midway Island and the Howland-Jarvis-Baker group 
—are closer both to Japan and to the former Ger- 
man islands now held under Japanese mandate. -In 
addition, the new islands are farther from Australia 
and New Zealand than is Samoa, an American pos- 
session. Their only possible strategic use would be 
as. defense aids to Hawaii, ~ | 
The map thus backs up the White House state- 
ment: “The sole reason for the action of pa- 
tion is commercial aviation. It has nothing to 
do with war or war plans,” The islands will be im- 
portant in future expansion of air lines from the

British negotiations will test whether Fascist Powers will end hostile designs in return 
for concessions, says journal of opinion; if Chamberlain can win adequate guar’ 
anties, tension will be relieved; if he makes undue sacrifices, war is considered 
likely; fate of Spain, Austria and Czechoslovakia involved in outcome of parleys.

nations, people who favor peace and 
democracy have faced a dilemma of judg- 
ment about policy toward Germany. It was 
almost universally admitted that the Cen- 
tral Powers had suffered injustice in the 
peace settlement, that the status it estab- 
lished was unstable and sure to lead to 
trouble. This mistake should have been 
remedied during the days of the German 
Republic; the fact that it was not prepared 
the way for Hitler and what has followed. 

The dilemma then became, whether the 
error could now be rectified, or, on the 
other hand, whether any concession to Hit- 
ler would merely strengthen a regime which 
was insatiable and would become more ag- 
gressive, the more concessions it obtained 
by threats of force. 

On the whole, the professed principle of 
the non-Fascist states since the advent of 
\Hitler has been based on the assumption 
that in regard to these two adventurers, the 
safe course was to surrender as little as 
possible and restrain their aggression. The 
policy of collective security, of League sanc- 
tions against Italy in the Ethiopian affair, 
of the Franco-Czech and Franco-Soviet al- 
liances was directed toward maintaining 
the status quo. This policy, however, was 
continually interrupted by periods of weak- 
ening and proposals of compromise. 

This ‘was the worst of possible attitudes— 
alternately to threaten strong measures 
against aggression, and to give in whenever 
aggression was undertaken. Alternate se- 
verity and surrender on the part of parents 
is sure to make confirmed delinquents out 
of bad boys, and is. equally encouraging to

On this ground, it is perhaps well that the 


British Cabinet is now_of one mind instead 
of two, even if that mind be a mistaken 
one. Mr. Chamberlain will have a chance to 
explore the possibility of concessions to Hit- 
ler and Mussolini that will put an end to 
their aggressive actions and hostile designs. 

What kind of terms can be drawn up that 
will at once be acceptable to the dictators 
and will offer anything like real security to 
the rest of Europe? Eden and his support- 
ers do not believe there are any. But 
Chamberlain, who says he does believe so, 
now can do his best to prove his point. If 
he does prove it, everybody will draw a sigh 
of relief. If he does not, then Chamberlain 
will probably be compelled either to change 
his policy or relinquish power, and it will 
be easier to pursue the opposite course with 
a single mind. 

The chance of a safe and healing compro- 
mise is probably as good now as it ever will 


be. The hand of the British Cabinet in the 


negotiations will be strengthened by the 
fact that its hold on public support for this 
policy, both in England and in France, is 
exceedingly precarious. 

A preliminary poll by the British Institute 
of Public Opinion indicates that 58 per cent 
of the voters back Eden's position and 26 
per cent Chamberlain's, while the rest are 
uncertain. The French Chamber of Depu- 
ties, by a nearly unanimous vote, has again 
declared for collective security and the 


) Czech and Russian alliances, though at the | 


same time reiterating support of England. 
Unless Il Duce and Der Fuehrer can give 
Chamberlain some very tangible assurances, 
he can scarcely win over this opposition in 
the long run. 

Chamberlain’s opportunity is increased 
also by the fact that the dictators are weak 
in basic resources and cannot for some 
time do more than bluff at their readiness to 
fight. Neither Germany nor Italy has the re- 
serves of material to engage in a long war 
against first-class enemies. Their present 
game is to win territory and resources, 
not by war but by the threat of war. Even 
so weak a prize as Austria does not seem 
to be falling into Hitler’s lap at the first 
shake of the tree. Czechoslovakia has re- 
affirmed her intention to resist aggression. 

Now that Hitler and Mussolini have a 
friend at the head of the British Govern- 
ment, they will want to keep him there. 
But they cannot do so indefinitely unless 
they can give him enough concessions, in ex- 
change for what they want, so that he can 
keep his domestic opposition at bay. They 
must know, if they have any sense at all, 
that his defeat would mean a far smaller op- 
portunity for the policy of bluff. 

* * * 


The fate of Spain, Austria and Czechoslo- 
vakia may depend on these negotiations. 
How strongly does Mussolini really want 
Franco to win? Is he committed to suzer- 
ainty over Spanish territory, or is he mainly 
concerned with salvaging his prestige? In 
the latter case, concessions elsewhere might 
enable him to withdraw and cover the with- 
drawal by a great diplomatic victory. 

How much does Hitler want political 
union with Austria, and how much merely 
economic concessions? Something might be 
patched up here which would satisfy his 
pride without involving too much danger to 
the Austrians, The same holds true in 
Czechoslovakia. Can the interests of the 
German minority be safeguarded without 
endangering the Republic as a whole? It 


is barely conceivable that there is a solution: 


along these lines that Hitler would accept— 
especially if he got some colonies back, It 
is well to explore such possibilities. 

But if Chamberlain comes from the nego- 
tiations, as it is feared he will, without any 
guaranties of tangible security for Spain, 
Austria or Czechoslovakia, or if it appears 
that he has conceded to Hitler a free hand 
for aggression on the Eastern front merely 
as a price for a promise of peace in the 
West, the point of his critics will be proved. 
It will be demonstrated that the dictators 
cannot be tamed by negotiation, and that 
they have won what they have gained mere- 
ly by their nuisance value. In that case, the 


issue will be clear, and we shall know what 


to expect. ; 

If Chamberlain remains in power and any 
settlement of this sort is approved, future 
war will be almost certain. If he or his 
policy is repudiated, it will have been dem- 
onstrated that compromise is impossible, and 
We may expect a firmer front against the 


aggressors,

And 
when the managers quarrel, as they 
surely will, because they are not 
under any genuine control, Con- 
gress cannot possibly know whom 
to believe.

This condition is one which only 
Congress can investigate and rem- 
edy..

This question ought to interest

NED I 30 SCHOOLS 


‘Growth of St. Louis Educational 


Facilities for Such Training 
Described in Report. 


Growth of educational facilities 
for children under physical, mental 
and social handicaps has been de- 
scribed in a report prepared in 
connection with the current cele- 
bration of the centennial of pub- 


lic schools in St. Louis. 

The first provision of this kind, 
it was related by Miss Lucy C. 
Elliott, supervisor of special schools 
for the Board of Education, was 
a class for the deaf at the old 
Franklin School in 1879. Now 
there are two separate schools for 
deaf children, the Gallaudet and, 
for Negroes, the Turner, where lip- 
reading and proper use of the voice 
are taught, together with ordinary. 
grade school courses and manual 
training and home economics. 

All told, there are 30 schools and 
51 classes for handicapped children 
now, including 15 schools for those 
of retarded mentality, two for erip- 
ples, four open-air establishments 
intended to ward off tuberculosis, 
six in hospitals and three in re- 
form institutions. There are five 
sight-conservation classes, five for 
children with poor hearing and 47 
for those requiring speech correc- 
tion. 

Many principles expressed by F. 
Louis Soldan in 1906, when he was 
superintendent of Instruction, have 
continued to be guides for the va- 
rious forms of special education, 
notably for the mentally handi- 
capped. 

The open-air schools date from 
1911, when the Tuberculosis Society 
established the first one on school 
board property. 

Turner School accommodates Ne- 
gro children who are deaf, crippled 
or otherwise afflicted. It and Mi- 
chael School, for crippled white 
children, were started 13 years ago. 
Besides following regular studies, 
the crippled children are given cor- 
tective exercises. 

Boys and girls who are forced 
to remain for protracted periods 
at Koch, Missouri Baptist, Chil- 
dren’s, Shriners’, Phillips and City, 
hospitals are able to keep up with 
their education through schools op- 
erated by the board at these in- 
stitutions. Some attend classrooms 
while others receive bedside in- 
struction. The first development 
of this kind was at Koch Hospital 
in 1917,

The cost of serious illness is one 

that cannot be legislated away with- 
out - lowering medical standards, 
Dr. Lee D. Cady, a former president 
of the St. Louis Medical Society, 
declared in an address yesterday 
in which he defended the medical 
profession for its .criticisms of 
socialized medicine plans. He spoke 
before the Hospital Council of St. 
Louis in a meeting at Jewish Hos- 
pital. 

“The many and intricate social, 
political and «conomic changes of 
the country today have put the 
medical profession on the defensive, 
despite the fact that no other coun- 
try of the world is better cared for 
pe gh Dr. Cady asserted. 

“This greatest charitable profes- 
sion is being blamed for its too- 
high cost, for its ‘rugged individual- 
ism’ in wanting to maintain a 
strictly personal relationship with 
its patients, for waating to assure 
itself freedom for future scientific 
progress and ethical standards, for 
its aloofness, for its too-inquisitive 
interferences with half-baked, 
vague or demonstrably-vicious eco- 
nomic and social schemes designed 


in the general direction of better | 


medical service for the public. 

Praises Opposition by Hospitals. 

“It is with praise in my mind 
that I place the blame for most of 
these professional goads at the 
doorsteps of our hospitals and oth- 
er medical institutions. No hos- 
pital service worthy of the name 
can be efficient and modern with- 
out costing someone a lot of 
money. No hospital patient can 
expect to have all the benefits of 
excellent medical nursing and hos- 
pital administration service with- 
out someone footing the bill for 
him. It is the illness requiring hos- 
pitalization to save life which costs 
the most. 

“This is one of the cold hard 
facts which no economic or social 
person afflicted with the most viru- 
lent infection of ‘gimme-itis’ can 
legislate away without impairing 
the degree of life and health-saving 
qualities of medical and hospital 
care.”

RESEARCHERS WARN DENTISTS 
ON USE OF LOCAL ANESTHETIC 


Tests on Animals Indicates Pro- 


caine-Epinephrine May Increase 
Blood Pressure Dangerously. 


By the Associated Press, 


CHICAGO, March 9.—Three Uni- 
versity of Chicago scientists report- 
ed today that procaine-epinephrine, 
which they said was used widely by 
dentists as a local anesthetic, often 
caused notable increases in blood 
pressure, sometimes with danger- 
ous results. 

Dr. Paul P. Pickering and Dr. 
Herbert P. Steinmeyer of the Wal- 
ter G. Zoller Memorial Dental Clin- 
ic, and Dr. Arno B. Luckhardt pub- 
lished a preliminary record of their 
findings in the proceedings of the 
Society for Experimental Biology 
and Medicine after more than a 
year of experimentation. 

Dr. Luckhardt said the research 
should inspire greater caution 
among dentists when using the 
drug. Injections of procaine-epine- 
phrine in the soft tissues over the 
hard palate of animals used in the 
experiments caused a great in- 
crease in blood pressure, sometimes 
double the usual pressure, he said, 
whereas injections of the same con- 
centration under the skin caused 
no rise of blood pressure.

Paul Robeson, the great Ameri- 
ean Negro singer, made a stay of 
24 hours in Barcelona recently. 

He was visited by the Commis- 
sioner of Information of the Gen- 
eralitat (Government) of Catalonia, 
Jaume Miravitlles, and by the well- 
known folklorist and musician Joan 
Gols i Soler, with both of whom 
he discussed the music of Catalonia, 
ancient and modern. A number of 
songs collected by Senor Gols are 
already in Robeson’s repertory, and 

ments were made for him 
to obtain others. 

“Spain,” said Robeson in an in- 
terview, “is fighting the cause of 
the human race. As un apti-Fascist 
1 think any other political distinc- 
tions should be sunk, as they are 
being sunk in Spain, while the com- 
mon enemy of all liberty is attack- 
ing us all. Because Of my race, and 
for no other reason, I should never 
have been permitted to develop my 
voice and create my career in any 
country under Fascist rule. In the 
democracies the Negro has to 
struggle against prejudices, but not 
against an actual crushing law. He 
finds opportunity if he has 
initiative to seek for it and the 
courage to fight for it. Fascism 
does not allow initiative and cour- 
age to live.” 

Robeson plans to begin a series of 
concerts and other public appear- 
ances, first in England, where he 
now makes his home, and later in 
his native country, in the interest 
of the Spanish Republic. He will 
include in his program a number 
of the ancient and modern songs 
in Spanish, in Catalan, and in En- 
glish translation, He is especially 
enthusiastic over the national hymn 
of Catalonia, “Els Segadors” (The 
Reapers), and as he stood in front 
of his hotel at the moment of leav- 
ing his deep voice suddenly rang 
out in its strains. 

Deeply touched by this parting 
tribute to their country, his hosts 


joined him in the song.

the Bureau of Air Commerce. 

Bureau engineers have deen 
working two years on the device, 
a short-wave radio transmitting sys- 
tem, which will eliminate many of 
the difficulties pilots encounter in 
following the present radio range 
beacons from one point to another 
under “blind” flying conditions, 

The present beacons, which shoot 
out radio signals like four search- 
lights from a single point, have 
failed sometimes in bad weather to 
cut through severe static when 
needed most. 

In addition, they have been 
found at times to produce false or 
“multiple” beams, almost identical 
with the true ones, which often 
have led pilots off course, Acci- 
dents have been attributed to such 
false beams. 

Operates on Television Range. 

The new beacon, however, oper- 
ates in the television range of 
broadcasting at 63,000,000 cycles per 
second, or far above the frequences 
Where static interferes with com- 
munication. it also shoots out 
four searchlight beams of radio 
waves but these beams can pene- 
trate through any rain, snow or 
lightning storm. 

In tests at Indianapolis, Ind., it 
was shown that the new beacon 
could be followed into the airport 
trom 50 miles away. J. C. Hromada, 
of the radio development section 
of the bureau, said that by improv- 
ing the radio receiver of airplanes 
used in the tests it could penetrate 
to a distance of 100 miles and to 
an altitude of 10,000 feet. 

Development of the beacon was 
said by air commerce officials to 
be particularly timely because they 
hope to begin soon a program of 
airport improvement and perfection 
of radio aids to navigation. 

Tested in Mountains. 

It long has been recognized, they 
added, that such aids to civilian 
transport and military flying have 
not kept pace with the rapid de- 
velopment of large and fast air- 
planes and the need for improving 
“ground service” to planes in flight 
has become acute. 

The new radio beacons, which 
now are undergoing tests in moun- 
tainous areas, will provide the an- 
swer to one of the present needs, 
they said, and efforts are under 
way to enlarge and improve — 
ent key airports. 

Because of their small size and 
simplicity of construction and op- 
eration the new beacons can be 
built for less than $250 each, com- 


cost about $9400.

hands for a perfect cross-ruff. 

The East-West hands shown 
above were not given in the origi- 
nal setup. They are advanced by 
me as a possible distribution. The 
point I wish to bring out is that 
declarer should not depend entire- 
ly on a 42 or better split of the 
spade suit. Nothing can be lost by 
attempting to guard against a 5-1 
spade break. 

Declarer’s proper course is to lead 
one diamond to dummy’s ten, then 
to cash his spade ace and lead a 
second spade. If both opponents 
follow, obviously there is no play 
to the hand. Thé outstanding 
trump is drawn and 13 tricks be- 
come a laydown. If, however, one 
of the opponents fails to follow to 
the second spade lead, which means 
that the spade suit could not have 
been established and that drawing 
two rounds of trumps would have 
been fatal, déclarer still may win 
out, if the defender who now is out 
of spades also is out of trumps. 

Since the play I recommend can- 
not lose, and may gain, it automat- 
ically becomes the correct plan, be- 
cause this is the ver- definition of 
a safety play.

Intelligent Use of Electrical Equip- 
ment in Home Depends on Proper 
Planning to Make It Easily Ac- 


cessible. 


By ELOISE DAVISON 


THE ELECTRIC CORN-POPPER CAN 
. BE USED ANYWHERE. 


S there a piece of electrical 


equipment in your home—a mix- 

er, a toaster, a waffle baker, a 
roaster—that you use only very vo- 
casionally now that the first flush 
of its novelty has worn off? If 
so, the chances are: 

1. You allowed yourself to be 
talked into something that does not 
fit your needs. 


2. You have not found a con- 


venient place to store the equip- 
ment so that it is easy to use. 


3. Your electrical facilities vir- 
ing and outlets—are such that it. is 
not convenient to plug it into an 
available outlet located near where 
you want to use it. 

It takes a certain amount of plan- 
ning and careful thought t6 set to 
work the watts available in your 
home. Put your wits to work on 
your own electrical problem if you 
would use electrical energy effec- 
tively. 

For example, the glass popcorn 
popper shown hefe is novel and at- 
tractive enough to be used 
place in the house, If there is no 
convenient outlet to which it can 
be attached without disconnecting 
another piece of equipment—a 
lamp or radio for example—the 
chances are it will have limited use 
and soon will find itself relegated 
to a life of inactivity on a top shelf 
out of sight and out of mind ex- 
cept at housecleaning time. This in 
spite of its attractiveness and con- 
venience for it has a stirring device 
turned by a cool knob which keeps 
the corn from burning as it pops. 
A far cry this is from the face- 
scorching, arm-tiring process most 
of us remember all too keenly! 

Sometimes an electric casserole is 
used to supplement a range and 
sometimes it is used for baking 
where there is no range. It should 
be of especial value in apartments 
without ovens for preparing baked 
main dishes. It be used on 
either AC or DC current. The man- 
ner of attaching the plug de- 
termines in a simple and easy way 
the speed of cooking. 

The casserole doesn’t have to be 
used in the kitchen, but it has to be 
attached to some _ conveniently 
placed outlet. In summer this might 
be on the porch. Plan to have an 
outlet where you want to use it 
most. 

In a well planned house just 
built, a metal strip of outlets is 
used in a living room just above 
the base board on one side of the 
room where there is a table used 
as a tea table or for Sunday night 
supper. 

Such an installation requires 
basic adequate wiring. There are 
still houses, and this is particularly 
true of old made-over houses where 
wires too small have been used in 
wiring the home. In this case the

slice automatic toaster shown here. 
This toaster would be a boon to 
those homes in which breakfast is 
still a family affair or where sev- 
eral members of the family catch 
the same train, providing there is 
an outlet at which it can be used 
conveniently. It’s very useful, too, 
when one is entertaining. Toast can 
be such a long-drawn out tedious 
job for a crowd of people. The 
special features of this toaster prac- 
tically eliminate that household 
menace, burned toast, for the con- 
trol is automatic plus. A dial can 
be set to indicate the degree of 
brownness desired. A bell rings 
when the toast is just the right 
color and at the same time the heat 
is automatically turned to low, 
keeping the toast hot until it is 
ready to serve. This feature makes 
it possible to have very dry, crisp 
toast, or even Melba toast.

house ,will require rewiring to in- 
sure the multiple use of appliances. 
This is a fundamental house wiring 
problem that’s worth inquiring into 
when you are renting, remodeling,

On 
the other hand very often the basic 
wiring is adequate and additional 
outlets can be added in pairs or in 
strips that will give much greater 
flexibility in using your equipment. 

What about the cords for elec- 
trical equipment in your home? 
Are they in repair and easy to 
find? The question of attachment 
cords for electrical equipment can 
be another annoying problem un- 
less you use your wits. With stand- 
ard plugs often the same cord can 
be used for several different appli- 
ances. Howgver, this is not always 


true.

NEW arrangement for an 

extra cord that drops back in 

the wall into a conveniently 
placed installed receptacle is valu- 
able. Locating this carefully will 
mean that the extension cord is 
always out of the way, yet within 
easy reach. The one shown in the 
picture is six feet ‘ong. When 
this is used a very short at- 
tachment cord perhaps six inches 
or less right be wired per- 
manently to each piece of equip- 
ment. Or the cord provided can be 
shortened by an electrician and left 
permanently attached. This reduces 
the wear and tear on plugs at the 
point of attachment which repair 
men tell us accounts for one of the 
most frequent repair problems. 


The mixer storage we have has 
proven most convenient. It is a 
small cabinet, the floor of which is 
a board which draws out with the 
mixer on it. To be most useful it 
must be located where you use the 
mixer most frequently. Ours draws

Zeddie was manager of the

Wasteful Habits Prevented 


by Teaching Sense of 
Values. 


By Angelo Patri 


ééuy7 OU have made a terrible 

* mess of this room, Brother. 

Now get busy and clear it 

up. Pick up all that paper and put 
it in the trash basket.“ 

“I can’t pick it all up. I’m tired. 
There's too much of it. I don't 
want to do it.” Four-year-old 
Brother began to cry loudly. 


“You did it. Now you just get 
to work. And be quick about it 
too, for this room has to be tidy 
before your father comes home.” 


Brother began half-heartedly to 
pick up a bit here and there, but 
was making very little headway. 
With each scrap he gathered he 
wailed or sobbed. “I dont waht to 
pick it up. You help me. Tm coo 
tired, I am.” In exasperation his 
mother swooped down upon him, 
shook him, ran him to his room 
and told him to stay there while 
she cleaned things up. “This is 
the last time you get paper and 
scissors from me, young man. Re- 
member that.” 

Brother liked to cut pictures out 
of magazines. His mother had 
given him a stock of material and 
his scissors and let him work his 
Way with them. He had taken a 
picture out of every magazine in 
the stack and scattered them, the 
scraps and the cuttings, all over 
the room. By the end of the ses- 
sion he was too worn and weary to 
clean up, and so the trouble started. 

When giving children material 
give them a scant supply. If you 
seem to be careful about it they 
have the thought that care is nec- 
essary. If your attitude is one of 
sweeping generosity, no limit to 
the supply, their attitude will cor- 
respond, and they will waste ma- 
terial, litter the place, and worst 
of all, get the idea that the process 
is quite all right. 

Teaching a child to waste any- 
thing is very bad practice. He is 
not born careful and thrifty and 
thoughtful. Quite the other way. 
Yet he must learn to conserve ma- 
terial, labor, money, even his own 
strength. Waste is unintelligent 
and far too costly in its effects to 
be cultivated in the slightest de- 
gree. It is not that the materials 
that we give children cost so much 
in money, although they cost 
enough, but that the idea of care, 
conservation, economy is impor- 
tant in its influences on character. 
A child who has no respect for 
materials he is using, no respect 
for the time and labor he is ex- 
pending, will suffer in character 
and in power. 

That is why the teacher is so 
stingy with paper and pencils. She 
holds each child responsible for 
the sheet of paper he got, for the 
use he made of it, and for the 
pencil she gave him last month. 
She is impressing upon the un- 
knowing child that these things 
mean something in terms of hu- 
man values and that he is not 
truly educated until he appreciates 
such values. 

When you hand a child a paper, 
even a newspaper, for cutting, 
hand him just one. Praise him 
for making good use of it. Don’t 
give him another until that one 
has been thoroughly used and ac- 
counted for. Treat money, cloth- 
ing, books, time, anything that he 
uses in the same way, with respect 
and care. If you do you help him 
add a fine quality to his character. 
Waste is an abomination and a 
trait of the very ignorant.

Dear Mrs. Post: 

HAVE a problem which I have 
| never seen answered in your col- 

umn, and I hope you will not think 
it too unusual to print. My mother 
died when I was a baby and I went 
to live with my grandparents, her 
parents. My father could not take 
care of me then. Finally, these 
grandparents legally adopted me 
and I took their name. They were 
very young grandparents. My own 
father married again quite some 
years after my mother died and as 
soon as he had a home of his own 
I went to visit them often. His 
wife is very sweet and we are very 
fond of each other. But naturally 
my grandparents are what you 
might call “my first love.” Now 
I’m to be married. I want to do 
the right thing to every one con- 
cerned. With this thought in mind, 
do you think my father or grand- 
father should walk up the aisle 
with me and give me away and 
whose names should appear on the 
wedding invitations and announce 
ments? 


Answer: Since you have always 
lived with your grandparents and 
they have given you their name, it 
seems to me that they should be 
permitted to give you the wedding, 
and in this case send invitations in 
their names.
